■ During my recent interview with MR. JAMES J. PLAINS 

of Houston, Texas, MR. PLAINS informed me that he had been 
c ontacted^ , by a MR.

MR. PLAINS said that MR. WHITE was only one of the 
many oil and import people that he had occasion to talk to 
from New Orleans regarding Castro. 

MR. PLAIN S a lso informed me that he thought that th e 
picture of CL AY SHAW v/as very famil iar, and that he may have 
met him in Heston, either at his apartment or at the Normandy 
Club which the oil people of Texas frequent. 


■ A memo in the GUY BANISTER file indicates that there 

is information which reports that DICK XVHITE, a high officia l 
o f Freeport Sulphur, and CLAY SHAW were flown to Cuba probab ly 
t aking off from the Harvey Canal area in a Freeport Sulph ur , 
plane piloted by DAVE FERR IS. The purpose of this trip was 
to set up import of Cuba's nickle ore to ^CanadiTan frgnt^ . 

< cb YP o r aT. i-dn) which would in turn shipt to the Braithwaite nickle 
plant. The plant was built by the U. S. Governm.ent at a cost 
of about one million dollars. 


The report is that the combine .of Freeport Sulphur,

BARBARA informed me that after she had further discussions with 
GEORGE HIGGINBOTHAM, he came up with some additional facts. The 
SSRR meetings that ware held at the Italian Hall were bugged by 
M. A. GRAHAM who was an investigator for the Sovereignty 
! Commission. HIGGINBOTHAM said that while attending an art show 
I at the Barony Art Gallery at 1405 St. Charles he was’ told 
(possibly by GEORGE SCHINDLER) that after OS^\fALD passed out 
leaflets in front of the International Trade Mart in August of 
1963, his apartment was bugged by an investigator from the 
Sovereignty Commission, namely M. A. GRAHAM. 

ij BARBARA says the Sovereignty Commission may still be in possessio 
j of the tapes. GRAHAM now lives in Nolan, Louisiana, and may have 
j some connection still in Baton Rouge. 

j There were also meetings in 1963 by the NSRP at a place on the 
I corner of Magazine and Penis ton which is in the general vicinity 

I of OSWALD'S apartment.

Furthermore, this card v/as not thrust upon us but 
came to us through an official on the Library Board 
who had been informed about its discovery by a 
library employee. We may have here "a situation 
p arallel to that in which SHAW signed his name CLAY 
BERT RAND at the V.I.P. Room. -In the latter instance 
^he strong possibility exists that he was there on 
tThat occasion for an intelligence contact. I suggest 
‘Eliat we keep our minds open to the possibility of 
itlie libraries having been used in the same v/ay.

Martin Waldron, Houston Bureau of the N. Y. Times, 
gave me the following information today. Recently the New York 
Times were sent two memos by one of their local stringers regard- 
ing a possible SHAW-FERRIE connection. However, the New York 
Times has so far taken no action to verify the truth of this story. 

According to these memos, RAY SADLER, a University 
of South Carolina professor did a doctoral thesis on an abortive 
invastion of Cuba from New Orleans in February 1947. ^h^_^^ur£OS_^^^^ 

of thi .s__invas ion was to fly bombing_mis^j^ons^_ 2 ^er_^Cuba_to_g£t_^J^ 
of Batista ~ An airport was leased near Venice, Florida, and the 
man v;ho leased the airport was named SHAW. The man providing this 
information, when pressed for the first name of SHAW, became 
nervous and refused to give it because he was involved in the 
invasion plan. This man lives in Monroe. Two others, SCOTT WILSON 
and a Latin named RALPH J. URRUELA, both connected with the Trade 
Mart were in on the plot. 

One of the pilots who v;as to have engaged in the 
mission was allegedly D A VJ D F ERR T E . When the invasion plan was 
discovered, the cover was used that their intention had been to 
fly the planes over Brazil as reconnaisance .flights for making 
maps. 

. RALPH J. URRUELA resigned August 13, 1947 as City 
Director of International Relations. This post was created by 
CHEP MORRISON. URRUELA dM aged 70 in Miami on February 24, 1952. 
He was consul general for Guatemala in Miami at the time of his 
death. URRUELA ' s appointment to the International Relations job 
was sponsored by RUDOLPH HECHT. URRUELA was succeeded in his job 
by MARIO BERMUDEZ.

MR. PLAINE said that MR. WHITE was only one of the 
many oil and import people that he had occasion to talk to 
from New Orleans regarding Castro. 

MR. PLAINE also informed me that he thought that the 
picture of CLAY SHAW was very familiar, and that he may have 
met him in Houston, either at his apartment or at the Normandy 
Club which the oil people of Texas frequent.

Edward James Whalen was born in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania, on December 10, 1923. He left school after the 
9th grade to help support his family. From that time on he has ■ 
consistently been in trouble with the law, and has spent most . 

of his adult life in prison. His specialty seems to be armed 
robbery and burglary. He has served time in the state penitentiary 
in Pennsylvania three times and has been semtenced to the Federal 
penitentiary at Atlanta, Georgia once. Since March, 1965, he has 
twice been declared incompetent to stand trial in the Federal 
Courts by members of the staff at the United States Medical Center 
• for federal prisoners at Springfield, Missouri. Whalen also stated 
that he had received some psychiatric treatment at the state peni- 
tentiary in Pennsylvania. He is present^^awaiting a competency 
^'hearing on a federal charge of assaulting a United States Marshal 
and escape. 

• ’ After being paroled on December 10, 1964 from the 

Pennsylvania state penitentiary at Huntington, Pennsylvania, Edward 
Whalen went to Philadelphia to spend some time with his family. 

While there he became involved in some very serious criminal activity, 
and had to leave town immediately. He stole a car in upstate 
Pennsylvania and drove to Columbus, Ohio where he met a friend of 
his who told him he could make some big money. His friend, whose 
name he would not give me, placed a call to DAVID F ERR IE in New 
Orleans. WHALEN spoke to FERRI E and FERRIE asked hi m to copae to

WHALEN definitely recalls being in Columbus *'on _Februa r-V ?!.. — 1965. 

EDWARD WHALEN drove to New Orleans in the car he 
stole in Pennsylvania. It was a 1964 Chevrolet Impala hardtop. 

This car was abandoned in New Orleans immediately upon WHALEN' s 
arrival. Shortly after his arrival in New Orleans, WHALEN met, 

DAVE FERRIE at _on Bou rbon Street. FERRIE, who 

was shabbily dressed, appeared intoxicated to WHALEN. At this 
first meeting, FERRIE spoke of his flying ability. WHALEN told 
FERRIE he needed money since he was on the run from the police. 

FF IR^TE assured him he could earn a large sum.jCLf money, and, if_ 
need be, he, FERRIE, would flv him out of the country. This first

On Saturdajr, Dec 17th I contacted Judy Anderson, an ex-dancer at Sid Da^'-illa's club, 
and she maintains that she met Jack: Ruby on tx-?o separate occasions in the Spring of 1963 
at the Mardi Gras club. These occasions were, she estLmates, tv>o weeks apart. She said 
Ruby was ttiere doing bu-siness with Sid Da villa. 

On Sunday Dec ISth, I attended the Hass Rally of Cuban exiles at City liall, and spoke, 
to Frank Bertucci and Ed Butler of INCA. I later v.-ent and spoke, to Sutler at the INCA 
office on Gamp 3t. I v/as only there a short time as he had to leave, but he gave me a 
cop y of the record, "OSWALD; Self Portrait in Red" , which INCA has had published. This ...' ‘.i • 
record contains the 'WDSU con_frontation between Butler, Os'wald and Bringuier, and also an i : y .. 
"analj'-sis" of Oswald's Communist trained debating techniques by Butler. At one point But-f^-fV:'-’ 
ler claims, to have made a study, of Oswald, and claims . to have met other Cuban- refugees-:-v«'^’.p.5s0 
besides Bring'oier who knew 03v;ald. I had an appointment the next day to see Butler, when, 

I Intended to ask him who these people were, but he did not show up. I was a little sur- i*'-',. ■ 
prised to see that they had the complete 26 volumes of testimony before the Warren Comm- 1^' ■ 
ission in their offices, as well as many back number magazines pertaining to the assass- • 
ination. It is my feeling tha t thi.s org anization, and in mrticular Ed Butler, would be ' 
worth checking out more cai-efully in regard to the as^.’^^-ination. I think thi.s v'ould 
have to be done discreetly howeve r. ^ 

' T spoke to Mrs. Capps o n Monday about her knowledge that Ferrie should be investigat?J 
regarding the assassination. She said she had read in the Times Picayiane of Dec. 1963 
that he was one of the people interviev/ed by the FBI in connection with the case. She 
had met Ferrie once at some kind of a girl scout meeting attended by her daughter^ Hiary, ^ 

This v/as about 10 years ago. The Capps family are also friendly with the Brownlees, and 
Mary knew Morris Brownlee quite '.rail. Mrs. Capps said she did not think Morris could be ' 

Ferrie 's godson, as he, Brownlee, x^as Jexifish. Mrs. Capps identified Mrs. Robert J. Durr 
of 204 Shrev/sbury Court as someone vrho knew Ferrie, but not, she thinks, in recent years. 
Another name mentioned xvas ICay Cunningham, noxv married and living in Texas." (ivay's moth- 
er is apparentl,y the Postmaster of Metairie.)

Volume VIII of the Warren report discloses that one other person xvho knex-/ Ferrie 
D Xv'as Edward Voebel . one of 0sx;ald's few high school friends. As of April 7th 1964 (when 
his testimony was taken) Voebel lived at 4916 Canal St. As I mentioned, Frederick 3. 

O'oullix'an also knew Ferrie and .Qsxv’ald, and testified that, after Ferrie v;as arrested, 
he xvent out wdth Lieut. Paul Dxjyer from the Kex^ 0rl.eans Police Department to Nexv Orleans 
Airport to see if Ferrie 's plane was flyable, which it Xs^as not.

After arrivxngin Dallas, I conteted Mr. and Mrs, Buck Ferrell (^06 Holland) as 
they had told a fri^h^d of mine in N.O. that they were willing to help on the assassin- 
ation. Buck Ferrell h^^ worked at the D0-wntown Lincoln Mercury car firm, and he x/as 
responsible for providing the Lincolns for the motorcade on Nov. 22nd 1963. The main 
episode x/hicif he discusse\is referred to in "The Second Osx^ald", by Richard .Poplcin, 

(page 64 ). On November 9 th , 3 ^, a man x-/ho said his name x-fas Lee Osxv’ald came in to 
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buy a car. He v;as handled by salesman Albert Regard, who took him for a drive, and 
Os'-iiald also drove, (although supposedly a non-driver.) This episode is now quite well 
known and has been discussed in more than one of the assassination books. However, the 
follov/ing new information has' been given to me by Bob Teter, a friend of Buck Ferrell's. 
Teter worked at this time selling cars v/ith Bogard, Ah ynt^ 1 wea.t:s beforo the ansass;i o-a

However, when they came back Lavrrence had gone, and, according 
to Teter, they are ytillj looking for him. He knows this because they periodically come 
round and question him about Lawrence. Lawrence's name does not appear in the 26 volumes 
of the Warren Report, and the lawyers questioning the 2 salesmen who did appear before 
the Commission, Albert Bogard and Frank Pizzo, did not-ouestion them abniit Lawrence ^ Sub- 
sequently, Bogard has also disappeared, and Buck Ferrell said he heard he xjas now dead. 
(In his testimony, Bogard states that he was born in Cowshatta, La., and raised in Hall 
Samrait, La.) 

The Ferrells, who have been very helpful indeed, also attempted to get Frank Pizzo 
to come round ostensibly for a cup of coffee, but then to bring up the subject of the 
assassination, but he v;as out; however it should be possible to do this soon, P-i 
was sales manager and also saw the alleged Os'^ald and .knew Jack Lain-ence. Tt imnn-t- 
io talk to lizzo as, aGCordin rT t.n ..iiw-ir ^ he chqncvpd hi i f- 

ying Oswald because. J' he nad a lot of relatives in Italy" and .vas afraid . 

I don't need to emphasise i/hat a valuable contact the Ferrells are, in a city which 
. tends to be vary unfriendly to people asking questions about the assassination. I'Irs. Fer- 
rell is the headmaster's secretary at Greenhill Collage Prep., ^bchool attended by sever- 
al children of people whose names come up in the Index of the Vjarren Report, and she 
believes it will be easy to contact them. The Ferrells also know several friends of J'lar— 
Ina Osv/ald Porter, and they imagine it v/ill be possible to arrange a meeting with her. 
(However I am not banicing on this.') (Marina, and her new husband recently bought a beer 
tavern close to v/here the Ferrells live; apparently they are on the. verge of divorce.) 

Returning to Jack Lawrence, the only description I have of him is that he '.jas about 
24 years old at the time. Of course, one problem is that ha might have been using an 
alias. However if you have any photographs of anyone you think might be him, I can show 
them to either Frank Pizzo or Bob Teter for identification. 

Nev; information has come to light which ^ghtjje valuable in investigating the Ferris. 

of the case. Flarold Weisburg, in his ^)o^ published two v/eeks ago . WHITSWASH 
'H3 FBI -SSCRST SERVICE COTOR UP, has unco75Te3a previously unpublished Secret 
'^oeir/ice Report by C.har7Les E. Kunkel, (Docume.nt 533 in File S7, Folder 4.) This report 
covers the period from Nov. 24th to Nov. 30th 1963, and of. particular interest is a length/" 
interview with Marina Osv/ald on Novembar 24th . the night 0s’.-ra,ld was shot. The interview 
had apparently ended, Muirina having complained of fatigue, vrhen (quoting from p.l9 of 
WHITEWASH II): 'This note, attributed to no-o ne, appears: "Due to further information 
having been phoned from V/ashington to Inspector Kelley we have more questions to be asked 
of 2^rs Oswald. V/e v/ill continue," The questio.ns phoned fromffashington in such great 
excitement v/ere, did she know or know of a ^onard Reisman at Tulans University; the 
'■;QCom.mittee for Peaceful Alternative^ or "cL/Thy Farrv" . Her ansv /ers v/ere ne~ati ve.* 

No such person as "Farr'/'" is l^ted in the index in Vol KV nf the Warp»;>n Renort. 
and dT"iau 3 t"'siu-elY refer to Ferrie. The question which came to m v mind How djd 

anyone in (v'ashlnrton know abnot pt pn parlor vj.a.te^ .even before his .arrest? 

Harold Weisburg himself does not seem to have realised the significance of this, and so 
I am writing to him to see if he can dig up any more information on it. He has been doin 
a great deal of research in V/ashington on this case, and lives in that area, and so he 
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jaight be able to finfl out exactly ho\-f they knew about Ferrie. He is a close frietid of 
Penn Jones and. they often share inforn-iation. Leonard Reissman is mentioned in the 
testimony of Lieuteiianb Francis L, Martello of the New Orleans Police Denartment. (Mart- 
olio had interviev/ed Oswald after his arrest in j%w Orleans in Aug. *63.) Pveissm^., a 
member of th e Hev/ Orleans Council of Feacerul Alternatives, v/as possibly connected with 
Usviaid in connection vd tl i the Fair ?lav for Cuba Committee, as Lieut. Martello suggests 
in ins testimony, (Voi~ p. 54-55). A.drian Vial of the Secret service interviewed 
Martello on Nov. 23rd 1963, v'hich explains how they came to ask about Reissman, but does 
not explain about Ferrie, as his name is not mentioned in the testimony of the police 
report of Martello.

Mexico, I think some attempt should, be made to link it to the Hew Orleans aspects of 
the case. 

Penn Jone s has toLd me that a woman by the name of Pea rl Si mon v/as- holding meetings 
prior to the assassination in, or near, Manny ua. v/hicli lie""Lelievds were bonnected with 

assassindtiOii. App.3renlly wallas s.'ierrif Bill decker attended these meetings, i do 
ISt nave any irare information on this, but it is one of the aspects of the case which 
Martin, v/aldren of the New York Times has been working, on. Waldren lives in Ho'uston and 

has recently been to Noa-; Orleans, and he also has been on Ferrie *s tail. I haven't had 

a chance to meet Vkldren since I saw him In Dal'ias a month ago but at that time he had 

three t3''ped pages of questions he A^as going to Kxxwsrx ask the New Orleans Police Bapt. 

Apparently he got them back mostly answered "Don't know." or "No comiTient." As he frequenf’iy 
*■ contacts Penn Jones, I believe I will be able to see liim very shortly if any of his 
questions cover any areas unfamiliar to us. 

I believe my time here will be fruitful as not only can I check out leads in Dallas 
but also through Penn Jones am in contact with such people as Weisburg, Shirley Martin 
and- others v»ho have spent the last 2 years inve-stigating the case. He also gets mail, 
some of it anopymous, providing leads to follow. One such letter arriA^ed yes^rerday all- 
eging that one Virgil Black knew that OsA-rald and Ruby knew one another, and so testified 
to the Secret Service soon after the assassination but later told his friends he kne’w 
nothing about it. I ’-,111 check this man out tomorrow. 

Further items: Penn Jones is having breakfast v/ith Congressman Gonsalez on Friday 
i/hen he hopes to get further information on the destruction of evidence on Connally's 
jacket; thh February issue of Ramparts Magazine '..111 contain new material on Ruby and 
also one of the Ruby letters smuggled out of the Dallas jail; I incorrectly stated that 
Seth Kantor had disappeared. He is in fact working as a reporter in Washington.

Its origins, functions, rotating presidency, geo- 
graphical displacements, sub-, subsequent, and alternate designations, 
were so complex and labyrinthine as to make a comprehensive and com- 
prehensible description of it in anything less than a moderate-sized book 
impossible. Nonetheless, the essence of its activities can be sketched 
here, and as they seem to deeply incorporate Clay Shaw, a former OSS 
colonel, Italian Fascists, supporters of the far, paramilitary right in Eu- 
rope, the CIA, and other like subjects, it is vital that the fundamentals of 
this situation be clarified as much as space and the entire business’ innate

■ Ccrlamly onii is led 10 wonder why, of all the hundreds of nations on 
earth, Nagy ended up in the United States; and why of all the thousands 
of cities in the United States, Nagy ended up in Dallas. For that is where 
the violently right-oriented, OAS-financing, president of Permindex and 
board member of the Centro Mondiale Commerciale did end up, in the 
city that boasted the infamous “Wanted for Treason” manifesto, which 
accused Kennedy of being a Communist; in the city where the President 
was assassinated — in Dallas. 

These were two of liberal Clay Shaw’s associates in his European activi- 
ties. 

Prince Gutierez di Spadafora, Undersecretary of Agriculture in Mus- 
solini’s Fascist government, was another. After his wartime achieve- 
ments he turned his talents to his vast landholdings and commerce, espe- 
cially to the establishment of a corporation, with himself as president, 
which constructed a huge refinery at Milazzo, in Messina, Sicily. He is 
also president of the Sicilian Compagnia Armalrice Industriale Petroli- 
fera Armatoriale, which is involved v/ith arms and oil. The prince also 
. owns what is reputed to be the largest hothouse in the world, in Pachino, 
Syracuse. The more than a hundred employees were for some time super- 
vised by “landsmen” from his feudal estates in Valle d’Olma and Mus- 
someli, in the province of Caltanissetta who rode about in velvet jackets 
and high black boots, with fancy revolvers flashing from their belts. Ac- 
cording to Paesa Sera “the Syracusans, unaccustomed to these Mafia-like 
habits, held a great general strike in protest, in December, 1962, and 
the Mafiosi of the Prince were forced to return” to his more feudal prop- 
erties. 

The Centro Mondiale Commerciale boasted another interesting name 
in its background. He is Giuseppe Zigiotti, president of the Fascist Na- 
tional Association for Militia Arms. 

“Another fact whic’n may help us understand certain thirigs about the 
personalities around the CMC,” said Paesa Sera, “is the presence in this 
group of H. Siinonfay, Hungarian refugee, who directs BO-DA, an 
agency for provocative information from and for the socialistic countries. 
He is director in Italy of. ACEN (specializing in hostile activities on the

/^nfrontations of socialist countries), who had an important position in 
the field of public relations for the CMC, for whidi he received a secret 
fee of half a million lire a month.” 

However, no behind-the-scenes figure is more intriguing than Mai 

) L. M. Bloomfield, formerly of the American OSS, and later suspected by 
Jim Garrison of having some affiliation with the CIA. 

On July 21, 1961, Giorgio Mantello appeared at the Italian As- 
sembly representing all the stockholders of the CMC. These included 
himself, his brother Enrico, another Hungarian refugee, Joseph Slifka 
and Fellender Erwin, banker Hans Seligman, and lawyer Carlo 
D’Amelio . . . holder of 500,000 lire worth of shares. And Major 
L. M. Bloomfield, who held half the shares or 250 million, for party or 
parties unknown.20 

Now obviously the activities of these Shaw associates were closely or- 
chestrated, considering the financial-political manipulator Mantello was 
permitted to represent. not only himself but the six other stockholders of 
the CMC, including Bloomfield, former United States espionage agent 
and now a banker in Montreal, who is reputed to control Le Credit Suisse 
of Canada, Heineken’s Breweries, Canscot Realty, the Israel Continental 
Company, the Grimaldi Siosa Lines, Ltd.,'etc.2i 

Even Montreal is not without significance, for to quote the Canadian 
journal Le Devoir:

Shortly thereafter, while alluding to other directors, Le Devoir reports; 
“Ferenc Nagy, exiled head of the Hungarian Peasants Party . . . 
maintains close ties with the CIA and which link him with the Miami 
Cuban colony.” Also listed are the previously mentioned Fascist Giu- 
seppe Zigiotti, Bloomfield, and an Egyptian, Faruk Churbagi. 

This particular episode is worthy of mention for various reasons, not 
the least of which is its exemplifying of sortie of the tactics which seem as 
common to forces behind the CMC and its activities as to those pf other 
forces halfway around the world.

A mysterious financial manipulator and a former Hungarian premier 
who supported the military riglit-wing OAS, kept close ties with the CIA 
and went halfway ’around the world to live in Dallas, both of whom were 
accused of “criminal activities” by the Swiss press. These are two of 
Shaw’s European associates. A former member of Mmssolini’s cabinet, 
father-in-law to the daughter of Hitler cabinet minister Hjalmar Schacht, 
and the leader of a national Fascist organization. Two more who sat on 
the CMC board with Shaw. A mysterious ex-spy and a man who resigns 
from the organization out of conscience. Two more of Shaw’s compan- 
ions in business in Rome. 

Surely a strange assortment of colleagues for an “old-fashioned liberal 
of the Wiison-Roosevelt persuasion.” But then, the Centro Mondiale 
Commerciale and Permindex are curious operations, as has become evi- 
dent. • .

There have been great repercussions from the revelations of Paesa 
Sera,” remarked that publication in its March 6, 1967, issue, “con- 
cerning tlie connection between Clay Shaw, the man incriminated by 
D.A. Garrison in the Kennedy assassination, and the World Trade Center 
(CMC) which was (until] recently working in Rome. The information 
we published was amply followed up by all the Italian dailies, ll

“D’Amelio has tried to justify Shaw’s presence (in the CMC and on its 
Board of Directors),” says the newspaper, “by the fact that Shaw ‘had 
organized in New Orleans a permanent trade exhibit like the one which 
we wanted to set up in RomCj’ and therefore ‘through courtesy, we of- 
fered Shaw a position on the administrative board.’ 

“D’Amelio did not speak of the activities of Ferenc Nagy who, through 
the CMC’s head office, Permindex, had financed [Jacques] Soustelle and 
the OAS; he did not know that several Swiss newspapers had called the 
activities of Nagy and Mandel [Mantcllo] ‘criminal’; and he did not 
speak of the completion of the CMC (nor could he, since [in terms of its 
publicly announced intentions]) this has turned out to be nothing but a 
tremendous failure.”

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U.S. two days after the assassination of Kennedy and came to Europe,'^ 
visiting, among other places, Italy.” 

•Furtlier, it reports, “Clay Sliaw, by his own admission, came to Rome 
daring the timd preceding the disbanding of the CMC.” 

Tsvo enigmatic organizations, shadowy figures of finance, neo-Nazi, 
Fascist individuals manipulating interests in various areas including 
arms and oil, untold funds from unnamed origins funneled to unspecified 
ends — the information piles hi/^her and higher, and one senses that one 
has barely begun to climb the mountain of mystery atop which these men 
sit and direct their unknown acts to unknown ends. However, to sum up 
very briefly Clay Shaw’s role in this extraordinary drama, a final quote 
from Paesa Sera of March 6, 1967. 


It is certain that Clay Shaw, who was arrested in New Orleans 
. . . (and, therefore, whether on true grounds or not, is a person who 
is certainly not limited to the quiet pursuit of his profession as a direc- 
tor of industry, but who must therefore have his finger in the pies of it 
is not clear what political activities) had a position on the board of the 
CMC in Rome. 

It is certain that the CMC (taking advantage of the good faith of 
d’Amelio and of other Italians who were involved in that disastrous 
C^enterprise) has not fulfilled any of the activities for which it was origi- 
nally projected. 

It is certain that an important shareholder in the CMC was an ex- 
official of the American service. 

• Concerning the CMC and the organizations formed by Mandel, it is 
not clear on whose account many Hungarian refugees who were impli- 
cated in espionage activities were working, nor through what agencies 
large financial dealings in European political movements have been 
taking place.®'* 

It was stated at the beginning of this examination of Clay Shaw’s'^ 
European participations and alliances that the entire matter of the CMC, 
Permindex, and the various presidents, directors, members of the 
l)oards, shareholders, theoretical arid actual intentions, extra- and inter- 
organizational financial manipulations, far- and military-right sponsor- 
ings, and so forth, was so complicated as to require a book to cover what 
is known about these subjects, and that, even then, the most one could 
draw from would be iceberg visibility. However, it was felt that to under-

stand anything of this strange man, Clay L. Shaw of New Orleans, and 
who knows where, the simple two-dimensional sketeh offered to the pub- 
lic should be given the depth a more concrete mass of material would 
reveal. 

One last point must be noted before we leave this particular area of 
inquiry. Seeking more information regarding the Centro Mondialc Coin- 
mercialc, the author teleplioncd the office of the Italian Consul General 
in New York. After having received silence in response to requests for 
information in three successive steps, the author was turned over to an 
apparent superior. When the question “What can you tell me about the 
CMC in Rome?” was put, for the fourth time, to a man whom the entire 
scries of exchanges indicated to be of considerable autliorily, he replied; 
“Why don’t you contact the American Embassy?” “The American Em- 
bassy?” echoed the author, not a little surprised at the candidness im- 
plied. “The American Embassy in Rome,” the anonymous informant re- 
peated. “But we are interested in the CMC as seen from tlie Italian per- 
spective,” the author explained. “Try the American Embassy, I can’t 
help you any further.” 'flic gentleman was thanked for his assistance and 
the conversation concluded.^^ 

In New Orleans, Clay L. Shaw is a distinguished citizen. 

In Rome he was a key member of the boards of two highly recondite,, 
clandestine organizations, numbering among his colleagues persons ac- 
cused of “criminal activities” on an international level, Fascists, and vic- 
tims of European assassinations. 

Are they, in any way, rcconcilabla images? 

The complexity of Shaw’s associations does not end with the Centro 
Mondiale Commerciale and Permindex, but extends deeply into his per- 
sonal relationships in Europe. His private address and telephone book, 
for example, carries the name and address of the wife of a well-known 
English Fascist, as well as the name, address, and private telephone num- 
ber of Principessa Marcelle Borghese (now Duchessa de Boniartao), who 
is related to Prince Valerio Borghese, sometimes referred to as “the 
Black Prince,” or “the New Duce,” leader of the Movimento Sociale Ital- 
iano, the anti-British, anti-American neo-Fascist organization. The 
prince was a much-decorated midget-submarine commatider during tlie 
war, following which he was tried and sentenced to twelve years in prison 
for cooperating with the Nazis after the Italian armistice with the Allies 
was signed. However, as he had spent four years in jail awaiting trial, 
after sentencing, the remaining prison period was suspended.^^

One of the pilots who v;as to have engaged in the 
mission was allegedly DAVID FERRIE. When the invasion plan was 
discovered, the cover was used that their intention had been to 
fly the planes over Brazil as reconnaisance flights for making 
maps .

I met DAVID I EPvRIE in early i960 in a barroom named The Golden 
Lantern in the French Quarter. i would see DAVE from time to time 
in the same bar and I flew witli him in his airplane,, on several 
occasions. 










One night while drinking in the Golden Lantern, DAVE introduced 
me to CLAY SRAIV. I was with CIAY SHAW and DAVE for several hours 
that night which was in Late i960 or early 19S1. From that time on 
I use to see CiAif Si^W on di.ffe.ront occasions, you know drinking a^^d 
so forth. One day in late *61 or early '62 X received a phone call 
from DAVE emd he asked me if l would like to take an overnight plane 
trip with him, I said, all I'ight, and then n’^et FERRIE at the airport 
at which; time I found out that CLAY SHAW v/as coming v;ith us. At 
this time I also found ovit that we were going to Canada to pick some- 
one up. No other explanation was given. yrnile on the trip, CLAY 
SHAW sat in the back of Uie airplane reading books and slept. -SHA\w 
also had a brown brief case with him. On the flight we stopped at 
different places to gas up and stretch our legs. We stopped in 
Nashville, Tennessee, Louisvill-a, Kentucky, and Toranado, Canada. 

Our final stop was in Montreal, Canada. FSRkXE and myself stayed 
in a hotel overnight. x believe it might have been the Hilton Air 
or something like that. The hotel was located in Dovral v;hich was 
right outside of Montreal. CLAY SHAW disappeared after we landed anc 
I did not see him until the naxt morning which was about 8 o'clock 
when we were ready to leave and come back bo New Orleans. when SHAW 
arrived at the plane, he had this Mexican or Cuban with him. This 
guy was kind of heavy set, dark complexion, balding in the front, in 
his early 30 's or middle 30' s, jje in the back of the airplane 

v\?ith SHAV7 and spoke only to SLXAW in broken Shglish. The airplane 
that we used was a Cessna 172 which I belheved belonged to a friend 
of FERRIE' s. Vie bought r>ur <cas> with a Gul.f credit card whioh FE.R'RIE 
had. When we got back to the bakefront Airport, I got into my av\to- 
mobile and FEIUUC and the other cot into another auto- 

mobile and left.

. I would also like to state that about two or three weeks after 
DAVE FERRIE died I got a phone call from JACK HELMS who was formerly 
with the Federal Government and later connected with the Klu Klux 
Klan asking lua if I would take a ride with him by FERRIE ' s house to 
pick up some papers. I said, yes, and a short while later he picked 
me up at my hotase in a 1966 white Chevrolet. We drove to FERRIE ' s 
house and parked a little way down the block.. JACK got out of the 
automobile v;ith a flashlight and it appeared that he went around the 
back of the house or into the back yard. A short while later he came 
back with a black briefcase and got into the automobile at which time 
we drove off. Later I believe that the contents of this briefcase were 
put into a safety deposit box in the Bank of Louisiana. Later I 
believe that these papers were removed from the Bank of Louisiana and 
put into a big black box in St, Bernard Parish which belonged to the 
Klan. The fellow who kept this box is called OTTO. I do not know him 
by any other name. I believe that these papers were then removed from’ 
this black box,, but I don't know where they were removed to.- I did 
manage to get some papers from this black box, but they pertained to 
the Klan, and I turned these papers to CLEMENT HOOD, an FBI Agent I 
was working for. I also had contact with CIA Agents.. Their names ' 
being STEINMEYER, who has since been transferred to Texas, and NAT 
BRO^VN who is still in New Orleans and another guy by the name of RED, 

I last name unknown. I used to have meetings with the Agents in differen 
motel rooms where I would give them reports, pictures, recordings, etc. 
and would also receive my pay check or cash which I v/ould sign a 
voucher for and would also receive further instructions. They would 
mail different things to me at my post office box number which is 
701-30252, Liifayette Street Branch. 






Several months ago RICK TOWNLEY with WDSU called me and told me 
that he had information that I had tape recordings that someone wanted 
to buy from me. I asked him how he had found out that I had them and 
he said that didn't matter. He asked me if I would meet him sortie 
place and I told him yes, to come over to my house. He said, no, he 
wouldn't do that, that it would have to be some public place. So I 
met him in the Kopper Kitchen on Tulane Avenue. After we talked for.- 
a while I wexit home and put on a suit and we went down to tTOSU. When 
we got to WDSU, TOWNLEY called mLTER SHERIDAN in New York and I sat 
there while TOWNLEY^ talked to SHERIDAN. After TOWNLEY hund up he 
said that SHt:RID!\N would be in town the following morning. TOWNLEY 
asked me v/hat I wanted for the tapes that I had, and I told him $500. 
The next morning they gave me the $500 for the tapes and asked me if 
I would do a film for WDSU consisting of what I know about the Cubans, 
FERRIE, SHAW, etc. The tape that I sold them contained some informa- 
tion about the Klan and other information about the papers that were 
picked up at FERRIE ' s house. V-JALTER SHERIDAN is the one who gave me 
the $500 for the tapes. This $500 was in a sealed envelope and v/as 
all one hundred dollar bills. This v/as given to me in an office in 
in WDSU which was located by their newsroom. We then went upstairs 
and they locked the doors and placed a guard on the door and started 
asking questions and taking pictures of me. I even remember that 
there was a man from Sweden who was talking to the cameramen and they 
asked him to leave. They asked me questions such as. Do I know CLAY 
SHAW: Did I ever fly with CLAY SHAW and DAVID FERRIE: If I knew GENE 

DAVIS, which I told them that I knew GENE DAVIS very well because he 
was a personal friend of mine; If I knew GORDON NOVEL: If I ever 
worked for the FBI, CIA, to which questions I said, yes of which 
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questions WALTER SHERIDAN said he had already known that I would, 
say yes to. I was then told to say that I didn't know anything 
that would lielp Garrison in his investigation and this was also 
put on film. I don't remember everything that he told me to say but 
he did tell me to go to Canada. He also said that he would edit and 
cut the films after I was gone. He also said that they would get me 
an attorney if I needed one. I told SHERIDAN And TOWNLEY not to re- 
lease this film if they were going to cut any part of it. They said 
that when I got to Canada they would call me and ask if it could 
be released. They called my wife later and asked her if she would 
let them re.lease it and she also told them no. I understand that 
this film has been cut and released. 

MR. HOOD told me not to get involved with the District Attorney's 
Office and if the District Attorney's Office tried to subpoena me, 
that he would take care of it. MR. HOOD told me to give all the 
cooperation necessary that V'JALTER SHERIDAN required; SHERIDAN and 
TOWNLEY also told me hot to talk with the District Attorney's 0.ffice' 
and to call them right away so they could get an attorney for me. 

That is about all I can remember at this time.
